Fumes Overcome Rescuers, 

The mine in which the accident oc- 
curred employs eighty men, and it is 
believed that at least sixty were in the 
%sine at the time. News of the explo- 
sion brought assistance from the aa. 
jacent camps, and tonight hundreds of 
men were trying to enter the mine. 
Deadly fumes overcame the rescuers fre- 
Guently, but their places immediately 
Were taken by others ready to risk their 
lives. It was not thought possible that 
a@ny one in the mine could escape death.

Life in New York Blaze. 

New York. October 28.—One man was 
burned to death 
injured in.the fire at the Bush Terminal! 
Company, South Brooklyn, today. The 
dead man ig Patrolman Patrick Cushing 
and Fireman John Walsh isin a hospital 
euffering from scalp wounds, concussion 
of the brain anJ contusions of the body.

to the petitfon of the Atlanta freight bu- 
reau calling attention to these unjust 
rates, rates which enable pther cities 
at a much greater distance to come right 
fnfo Atlanta's territory and undersell 
Rer merchants. 

When this decision was reached notice 
was served upon Attorney General John 
Cc. Hart requesting him to lay before 
the interstate commerce commission all 
the papers presented by the Atlanta 
freight bureau relative to interstate dis- 
criminations, and to urge that body to 
take such action as would grant the 
relief needed. Judge Hart will take the 
matter up on M6nday upon hie return 
from his home at Greenesboro, where he 
has been for two weeks, and will pro- 
ceed to prepare the case as early as pos- 
sible for presentation to the interstate 
commerce commission. 

In passing the order which, was made 
public yesterday relative to the appeal to 
the interstate commerce commission the 
railroaé commission quotes portions of 
{ts orders of July !6 and September I5, 
in which tt sets forth its intention to 
revise the rates within the state, in the 
event the railroads refuse to comply with 
the request to secure for Atlanta just 
and equitable interstate rates. The rall- 
roads construed this as a threat, despite 
the fact that the railroad commission 
stated in both of its orders referred to, 
fhat it had nothing whatever to do with 
interstate rates. The members of the com- 
mission state that it was not a threat and 
was by no means s0 intended, but In or- 
Ger that the whole matter may be passed 
upon untrammeled by any such allega- 
tions on the part of the railroads, the 
commission in its order yesterday revok- 
ed those portions of the orders of July 
16 and September 15. which contain these 
alleged “threats.” This does not mean 
that the commission proposes to curtail 
in any respect its plan of revision of 
rates within the state, but that it simply 
@esires to remove anything that can be 
construed Into a threat that the revision 
if intrastate rates is a measure of re 
venge for the refusal of the railroads to 
grant relief in the matter of interstate 
rates. 


The Commission’s Order. 

The commission’s order regarding the 
appeal to the interstate commerce com- 
mission was served on Attorney General 
Hart yesterday. He will prepare the case 
within the next few days and will en- 
Geavor to secure an early hearing. Fol- 
lowing is the commission's order in full: 

The Hailiroad Commission of Georgia, 
Atlanta, Ga., October 27, 1904.— Whereas, 
on March 25, 1904, the Atlanta freight 
bureau filed its petition with this com- 
mission, presenting a number of alleged 
Giscriminations existing against the city 
of Atianta relative to interstate traffic 
from various points therein named, and 
prayed that said matter be considered by 
this commission, referring the subject 
gatter of said complaint to the proper 
tribunal, the interstate commerce com-~ 
mission, and whereas, on July 16, 1904, 
a decision was rendered upon said peti- 
tion, a part of which !s as follows: 

“But notwithstanding this fact, should 


the various roads entering Atlanta fail | 


to make a satisfactory adjustment of 
the rates complained of, fully correcting 
the discriminations, then this commisston 
will undertake to so revise its tariff, es-- 
ally as to long distances, in this state 
as will at least mitigate, and as nearly 
eas practicable afford the relief to the 
various points in this state which com- 
plain of being disériminated against In 
favor of points outside of the state, so 
far as this commission can 4o so in jus- 
tice to all concerned.”

“Wherefore, the various railroads re- 
sponsible for the discriminations against 
Atlanta having failed to remove the same 
within the sixty days allowed them for 
that purpose, the commission, in accord- 
ance with its expressed purpose of July 
16, 1904, wil] first revise its intrastate 
rates as herein set forth.” And, 
Whereas, upon said hearing the At- 
lanta freight bureau fully demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of this commission 
that the alleged interstate discrimination 
did as a matter of fact exist, and this 
commission fully recognized, and recog- 
nizing its want of authority to deal with 


or contro! interstate traffic, as evidenced | 


by its orders of file in this office, and 


further recognizing its sole power is to | 


make just and reasonable rates and regu- 
lations applicable alone to intrastate busi- 
NSE ; 

Now, therefore, it {s ordered by the 
commission that all of the papers rela- 
tive to said interstate discrimination ihe 
referred to the attorney general of the 
state of Georgia, with the request that 
he proceed to lav the same [in a due an@ 
legal manner before the interstate com- 
merce commission for its action. 

It is further ordered that so much of 
the order of July 16, !904, and so much 
of the order of September 15, 1904 as 
is above quoted, be, and the same ts 
hereby, revoked.

tion of Circulars 301 and 302 
Was Denied —Savannah Gets 
Rates When Injunction 
Case Is Settled. 


Whenever by grace of the rallroads 
and the courts the reduced rates made 
by the state rallroad commission in 
| circulars 30! and 302 on manufactured 
products and sirup are permitted to go 


|Into effect, similar reduced rates on like | 
| Products will be announced and put into | 
effect between Savannah and the points | 


| named in those circulars. 

By an order {Issued yesterday, 
consultation with Attorney Genera} John 
C. Hart. the railroad commission decided 
to put Savannah on the samo basis as 
| Atlanta with regard to reduced freight 
rates on manufactured products, and, 
\@8 Gavannah so much desired, at the 
Same time. It has been the intention of 
| the commission al! along to do this not 
only with regard to Savannah, but as to 
all of the so-called pro-rating points In 
the state, and i{t is safe to say that by 
the time any of the reduced rates are 
| permitted to go Into effect, all of these 
points will be placed on relatively the 
same basis. 

But the Savannah people were clamor- 
ous and sent a committee, seventeen 
strong, to Atlanta to set forth their 
claims, They wanted to know at once 
where they were going to stand, and the 
result was an extended hearing before 
the railroad commission {n which the 
Savannah people made clear what they 
wanted. sg 

In the firat place, the Savannah com- 
mittee asked that circulars 30! and 302 
be revoked entirely. The present system 
te rates, the committee declared, was 
satisfactory to Savannah, which has 
thrived and grown under !t. This feature 
of the petition the commission emphat- 
ically denied, asserting fhat the rates 
promulgated in the circulars {n question 
were reasonable and just, and i{t re- 
affirmed its former orders with regard to 
them. 

In the second place. Savannah asked, 
'{if the commissfon refused to revoke the 
circulars, that Savasnah be given a 
similar basis of rates to that given At- 
lanta, and that such rates to and from 
| Savannah be made effective at the same 
time that those from Atlanta went Into 
| effect. This part of the petition the come 
'mission granted, which means that re- 
ductions in rates on manufactured prod- 
ucts from Savannah to Augusta, Athens, 
Macon and Columbus, and in the oppo- 
site directions, similar to thosé oetween 
Atlanta and the same points, will be 
made and declared eftective by the com- 
mission at the same time that the rates 
from Atlanta become effective. 

As the enforcement of these reduced 
rates is now held up by injunction in 
the United States court, the reduced 
rates for Savannah will not be prepared 
or announced until this litigation is dis- 
posed of.
